Caribbean Tankers, Little-Changed 
From last Week, May Soon Fall 


The cost to transport crude oil from the 
Caribbean on Aframax tankers may fall 
after little change last week, amid weak 
demand from refiners, a broker said. 
Aframaxes today were hired for an average 
rate of Worldscale 202.5, according to New 
York-based Poten & Partners and Houston- 
based Lone Star, R.S. Platou. WS 202.5 is 
about $38,145 a day after expenses, such as 
fuel and port fees. 

Rates closed last year at WS 320. 
That’s because the market adopted 2009 
Worldscale rates based on record ship-fuel 
prices, meaning a lower Worldscale price 
is needed to give owners the same daily 
income. 

“It reflects no real change from last week, 
it’s steady across the board,” Bruce Kahler, 
a Lone Star broker, said in a telephone 
interview from Houston. “We’re going to 
have a downturn, no one is moving oil, 
they don’t need it.” 

Slowing U.S. economic growth has cut 
demand for gasoline, increasing stockpiles 


of crude oil and depressing demand from 
refineries for voyages. 

Gasoline inventories rose 808,000 barrels 
to 208.1 million barrels in the week ended 
Dec. 26, a Dec. 31 Energy Department 
report showed. Crude oil supplies rose 
549,000 barrels to 318.7 million barrels. 
Refineries operated at 82.5 percent of 
capacity, the lowest level since the period 
ended Oct. 10 when the Gulf Coast was 
recovering from hurricanes Gustav and 
Ike. 

Worldscale points are a percentage of a 
nominal rate, or flat rate, for more than 
320,000 specific routes. Plat rates, quoted 
in U.S. dollars a ton, are revised annually 
by the Worldscale Association in London 
to reflect changing costs. 

The Caribbean is the world’s third- 
largest Aframax-tanker market, after the 
Mediterranean and Southeast Asia. An 
Aframax is the most common tanker used to 
move oil in the region. It can carry 600,000 
barrels of oil. □

The 
remaining three islands of

- Bonaire, Saba and St 
Eustatius - will become 
special municipalities, 
under direct rule from The 
Hague.

CURACAO - Antillean Justice Minister David Dick’s 
announcement that he will provide additional police 
assistance from Curagao for St. Maarten during the high 
tourism season after all no doubt will be welcomed by many. 
There is still much concern about especially violent crime, 
including armed robberies, on the island and the presence 
of more “blue in the street” should help provide a greater 
feeling of safety and security. 


The minister had said earlier that the officers would not come 
for the holiday period as they did last year despite an earlier 
agreement with local authorities because the local police 
were not too keen on receiving them and wanted to do the 
job themselves. Both Commissioner Roy Marlin and this 
newspaper strongly criticised that decision. 


Not only was an agreement made, but not sending the 
additional help because of apparent objections within the 
Police Force is questionable at best, as the minister is the one 
who is in charge and politically responsible, with a sworn 
obligation to serve in the first place the general interest of the 
Netherlands Antilles, including St. Maarten and its people, 
not just of the local Police Force and its members. 


The minister apparently has reconsidered and the additional 
police are coming after all, although no fixed date or numbers 
have yet been given. Just as the criticism of his original 
announcement that the assistance would no longer be provided 
was warranted, he now deserves to be commended for taking 
the correct decision in the end. Other good law enforcement 
news is the decision to install at least one surveillance camera 
in the busy St. Peters/South Reward school district. With 
so many students of different schools and other youngsters 
converging in the area on a daily basis there have been too 
many incidents involving the use of violence and/or criminal 
behaviour 


While not part of the original three-month pilot project for 
camera surveillance in Philipsburg approved by the Island 
Council, the entities involved apparently are able to fit it 
in without exceeding the approved budget. The need to be 
very careful with the use of the cameras and their footage 
in connection with privacy issues cannot be emphasised 
enough, especially when it concerns minors, but there is 
every reason to believe it will prove a useful tool to monitor 
any undesirable activity around many of the island’s schools 
and hopefully will act as a deterrent as well. □ 


WILLEMSTAD—The seat of the future Court 
of justice of the Kingdom countries in the 
Caribbean must remain in Curagao. This is 
the position of the Island Territory of Curagao, 
Commissioner Zita Jesus-Leito of General 
Affairs (PAR) confirmed, during a press 
conference. 

There is currently an impasse regarding the 
future seat of the Joint Court of Justice for 
Curagao, Aruba, St. Maarten, and Bonaire, 
St. Eustatius and Saba. In the draft consensus, 
Kingdom law of Joint Court of Justice that was 
handled in the Island Council on Friday stated 
that the seat of the Court will be in Curagao. 
Aruba has resisted this law, stating that it will 
not approve the law. The argument was that 
the Country Aruba is in existence much longer 


than the new countries in the Kingdom and 
must therefore receive the seat. 

According to Jesus-Leito, Curagao insisted 
that the seat of the Common Court of Justice 
for Curagao, Aruba, St. Maarten and the BES 
Islands (Bonaire, St. Eustatius and Saba) 
remains in Curagao. 

“Considering the fact that the current court 
is seated in Curagao for years already and 
that through the years we have built up the 
infrastructure and personnel, and also the 
Prosecutor is established here, we think that it 
is best for the Court to remain here in Curagao. 
We firmly back this position, the commissioner 
said, stating that it is not expected to put a stop 
to the current constitutional change process. 
“We do not consider this an issue,” she said. □ 


Tax Cuts Aren’t Off Obama’s Table

As the economy heads deeper 
into a recessionary abyss, 
business tax cut ideas that 
seemed to be nonstarters just 
a few short months ago are 
suddenly back on the table. 
Take the incoming Obama 
Administration’s embrace of 
a measure that would lengthen 
the period for money-losing 
companies to write off net 
operating losses against profits 
from the current two years to 
four or five years. 

The proposal, floated on Dec. 
5 following a meeting between 
Obama and congressional 
leaders, was originally 
discussed last spring when 
the Bush Administration 
assembled a stimulus package. 
(The idea was modeled after a 
similar measure enacted after 
the September 11 terrorist 


attacks.) But the provision was 
viewed as a giant giveaway 
to banks and money-losing 
homebuilders and it was 
scrapped from the package. 
Quick Cash 

Now, with the incoming 
Administration looking to 
pump something close to $1 
trillion into the economy, 
business and personal tax cuts 
of as much as $300 billion - 
- with perhaps $100 billion 
aimed at business — are seen 
as quick ways to inject money. 
While infrastructure spending 
is getting a lot of attention, 
business groups note that 
this stimulus can go only so 
far. Aric Newhouse, senior 
vice-president for policy and 
government relations for 
the National Association of 
Manufacturers (NAM), said 
that he has heard projections 
of stimulus spending reaching 


$1.3 trillion over two years. 
“The idea of spending $1.3 
trillion—it’s hard to think about 
how you would spend that all 
on infrastructure alone,” he 
says. “The last highway bill 
was about $270 billion for 
all highway projects, for five 
years total.” The business tax 
cuts would get strong political 
and business support — in 
particular, the net operating 
loss provision is favored 
by Max Baucus (D-Mont.), 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee. Other business 
tax cuts Obama is considering 
would extend so-called bonus 
depreciation, which allows 
profitable companies to write 
off investments more quickly, 
and give companies that hire 
new workers a one-year tax 
credit at a total cost of $40 
billion to $50 billion over two 
years. □

Democrats criticize Obama’s 
proposed tax cuts

WASHINGTON - President-elect Barack 
Obama’s proposed tax cuts ran into opposition 
Thursday from senators in his own party 
who said they wouldn’t do much to stimulate 
the economy or create jobs. Senators from 
both parties agreed that Congress should do 
something to stimulate the economy. But 
Democratic senators emerging from a private 
meeting of the Senate Finance Committee 
criticized business and individual tax cuts in 
Obama’s stimulus plan. 

They were especially critical of a proposed 
$3,000 tax credit for companies that hire or 
retrain workers. 

“If I’m a business person, it’s unlikely if you 
give me a several-thousand-dollar credit that 
I’m going to hire people if I can’t sell the 
products they’re producing,” said Sen. Kent 
Conrad, D-N.D., a member of the committee. 
“That to me is just misdirected,” Conrad said. 
Sen John Kerry, D-Mass., said, “I’d rather 
spend the money on the infrastructure, on 
direct investment, on energy conversion, on 
other kinds of things that much more directly, 
much more rapidly and much more certainly 
create a real job.” 

The cost of the economic rescue package 
Obama wants is expected to swell to $800 
billion or more. About $300 billion of Obama’s 


package would be for tax cuts or refunds for 
individuals and businesses. 

One tax provision would provide a $500 tax 
cut for most workers and $1,000 for couples, 
at a cost of about $140 billion to $150 billion 
over two years. The individual tax cuts may be 
awarded through withholding less from worker 
paychecks, effectively making them about $10 
to $20 larger each week. 

Sen. Ron Wyden, D-Ore., said he doubted that 
a modest tax cut would change consumers’ 
spending habits. 

“In tough times people don’t respond all that 
well to marginal changes, such as a small 
amount of money added per paycheck,” Wyden 
said. 

Democratic Sen. Max Baucus of Montana, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, said he 
hopes to schedule a committee vote on the 
stimulus package in about two weeks, which 
would coincide with the week of Obama’s 
inauguration. Many senators still hope to 
approve a package by mid-February. 

There is “general agreement that because of 
the recession we’ve got to move, we’ve got to 
move quickly, very quickly,” Baucus said. 

He added that it is too early to pass judgment 
on any aspect of Obama’s plan. 

“This is an early part of this whole process. 
A lot of preliminary questions are going to be 
asked,” Baucus said. □

WASHINGTON - Barack Obama 
is officially the next president of the 
United States, Congress declared 
Thursday in fulfilling its centuries-old 
constitutional duty to certify and tally 
the electoral college vote from each 
state. 

Republicans joined Democrats in a 
standing ovation as Vice President 


Dick Cheney, in his role as speaker of 
the Senate, announced from the podium 
that Obama had achieved a majority of 
votes and would be the 44th president 
on Jan. 20. 

Speaking before a joint session of the 
House and Senate, Cheney confirmed 
the results of the Nov. 4 election, that 
Obama and next Vice President Joe 
Biden had received 365 electoral votes 
while the Republican ticket of John 


McCain and Sarah Palin garnered 173 
votes. 

“Pursuant to the Constitution and laws 
of the United States, the Senate and 
House of Representatives are meeting 
in joint session to verify the certificates 
and count the votes of the electors of 
the several states,” Cheney intoned in 
opening up the session. 

Four “tellers,” two members each from 
the House and Senate, then commenced 
reading off the votes from each state. 
Ironically, the first four states read in 
alphabetical order—Alabama, Alaska, 
Arizona and Arkansas — all gave their 
votes to McCain and Palin. 

A cheer went up when the next state, 
California, gave its 55 votes to Obama 
and Biden. Another note of levity 
in the otherwise formal and scripted 
ceremony came as teller Rep. Robert 
Brady, D-Pa., brought forth some 
laughs when he read out that the vote 
from Ohio, a focus of voter disputes in 
recent elections, “appears to be regular 
in form and authentic.” 

Cheney led a Senate delegation into 
the House chamber along with teenage 
pages carrying two mahogany boxes 
containing the certified vote totals of 
each state. 

He sat on the podium next to House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi, carrying out 
what could be his last act as president of 
the Senate. He handed the certificates 
from each state’s electors to the four 
tellers to be read off and tallied. 

The reading took about 30 minutes. 

At the conclusion of the state-by-state 
rundown, Cheney read the tally sheet 
and announced the results — that 
Obama has been elected president and 
Biden will succeed Cheney as vice 


president. 

The 12th Amendment, ratified in 1804, 
directs the electors chosen by the states 
to meet and vote for president and vice 
president, conveying the results to the 
president of the Senate. 

That was accomplished Dec. 15, when 
the electors, in a largely ceremonial 
rite preordained by Obama’s Nov. 
4 victory over McCain, gathered in 
state capitals to cast their votes. As on 
Thursday, the tally was 365 for Obama, 
173 for McCain. 

The electoral college is made up of 
538 electors, with each state getting its 
equivalent in the 43 5-member House 
and the 100-member Senate. The 
District of Columbia gets the other 
three electors. 

The session this year was drama- 
free, unlike in 2001, when then-Vice 
President A1 Gore presided over the 
session that declared George W. Bush 
the winner over Gore in a disputed 
election. Gore disallowed objections 
from fellow Democrats who asserted 
that Bush had unfairly won Florida 
and tried to block Florida’s electoral 
votes from being counted. 

Florida’s Democratic senator, Bill 
Nelson, onThursday pointed to the 2000 
election, when Gore received more 
popular votes than Bush nationwide, in 
proposing a constitutional amendment 
to abolish the Electoral College in 
favor of direct popular votes. He said 
the current system permits a candidate 
with fewer votes nationally to win 
the presidency by capturing narrow 
victories in big states. 

Nelson and others have made similar 
proposals in past sessions of Congress 
without success.Q 
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Mumbai attacks seen as 
model for future terrorism

WASHINGTON - The deadly 
attacks in India may have 
provided a low-frills but 
bloody blueprint for other 
violent groups to follow, U.S. 
anti-terrorism officials told 
Congress on Thursday. 

The FBI’s chief intelligence 
officer told a Senate hearing 
that the November siege 
showed that well-trained 
assailants with simple 
weaponry can cause massive 
casualties. 

“I think we can expect that 
groups will look to that as 
a model for themselves,” 
Donald Van Duyn said at the 
Senate Homeland Security 
and Governmental Affairs 
hearing. “We sometimes focus 
on tactics that may be exotic 
and esoteric ... but for most 
terrorists, they’re looking for 
what works.” 

Hiscounterpartatthe Homeland 


Security Department, Charles 
Allen, told senators that “the 
sheer brutality of this attack, I 
believe, is the kind of thing that 
can be conducted against soft 
targets around the world.” 

The attacks in Mumbai, 
India’s financial capital, left 
164 dead and nearly 300 more 
wounded. Lawmakers held 
the hearing to discuss lessons 
learned from the ordeal. 

Van Duyn said that as much 
as governments worry about 
chemical, biological, or 
radiological attacks, what 
happened in India may 
encourage terrorists to launch 
low-tech violence. In Mumbai, 
10 gunmen with handheld 
rifles and explosives were 
able to keep police at bay for 
nearly three days. 

India says the gunmen were 
all Pakistani and has blamed 
a Pakistani-based militant 
group, Lashkar-e-Taiba. 

Allen said he was concerned 


that U.S. shopping malls 
develop effective evacuation 
plans. “This kind of attack, I 
think we have to be prepared 
for it and be prepared for soft 
targets to be attacked,” Allen 
said. 

Also testifying was New York 
City’s police commissioner, 
Ray Kelly, who warned of 
the other simple tool used to 
deadly effect in Mumbai: cell 
phones. 

According to phone 
transcripts, the attackers 
received instructions and real¬ 
time updates about the officers 
amassing against them. Some 
of the phones they used for the 
calls apparently were taken 
from the hostages. 

That information, investigators 
believe, helped make the 
attack much more deadly as 
the gunman delayed capture. 
Kelly said his department is 
examining ways it might be 
able to shut down cell phone 


Diocese seeks $20M from 
breakaway Episcopalians 


PITTSBURGH-EpiscopalleadersinPittsburgh 
went to court Thursday seeking to recover $20 
million in assets they believe were wrongfully 
taken when the conservative branches split 
from the liberal diocese in October. 

The Diocese of Pittsburgh, which oversees 
the 20 local parishes that stayed with the U.S. 
Episcopal Church, said the breakaway group 
has no legal right to the assets since it is no 
longer part of the denomination. 

Spokesman Rich Creehan said the church 
petitioned the Court of Common Pleas for the 
assets after its requests for them were “ignored” 
by the breakaway parishes. 

The breakaway conservatives, who also call 
themselves the Episcopal Diocese of Pittsburgh, 
said they have a right to some of the assets 
because they helped develop them before the 
split. 

“We would love to sit down and work out a 
mediated division where everyone involved 
has access to a portion of the assets because we 
think that’s fair,” said the Rev. Peter Frank, a 
spokesman for the conservative diocese. 


The break was led by former Episcopal Bishop 
Robert Duncan, a theological conservative who 
had long been angered by the liberal direction of 
the national church. He said he had to split from 
denominational leaders after Episcopalians in 
2003 consecrated the first openly gay bishop, 
V. Gene Robinson of New Hampshire. Fifty 
conservative Episcopal parishes in Pittsburgh 
left with Duncan. 

The assets at stake include diocesan endowments 
and bank accounts, along with insurance, 
mailing lists and databases, said Creehan. The 
legal claim does not cover buildings or land. 
The case centers on interpretation of a 2005 
court order that was issued during earlier 
litigation between one local parish, Calvary 
Episcopal Church, and the diocese then led 
by Duncan. That order states that property 
held or administered by the local diocese of 
“the Episcopal Church of the United States 
of America ... shall continue to be so held or 
administered by the diocese regardless of 
whether some or even a maj ority of the parishes” 
break from the national denomination. □

calls in and around future 
hostage-taking scenarios, 
without also shutting down 
the communications devices 
of the police trying to rescue 
them. 

With President-elect Barack 
Obama’s set to take the oath 
of office on Jan. 20, U.S. 
intelligence officials said they 
know of no specific threats to 
the upcoming inauguration. 
But they are concerned about 


the potential for a Mumbai- 
type attack. 

“A group of well-armed 
terrorists, likely equipped 
with automatic weapons and 
explosives, could assault 
their target forcibly with the

Many on the 21-member 
special committee called it a 
sad day for Illinois, but Rep. 
Bill Black disagreed. 

“I think this is a good, glad, 
happy day for Illinois because 
it points out that nobody is 
above the law,” said Black, a 
Republican. “There have been 
egregious abuses if half of 
what we read is true.” 
Blagojevich has denied any 
wrongdoing. SpokesmanLucio 
Guerrero didn’t immediately 
comment on the impeachment 
recommendation, but said there 
was no chance the governor 
would resign before the full 
House decision. Blagojevich’s 


attorneys left the hearing 
before the committee vote. 
“The citizens of this state 
must have confidence that 
their governor will faithfully 
serve the people and put their 
interests before his own,” the 
committee report said. “It 
is with profound regret that 
the committee finds that our 
current governor has not done 
so.” 

Blagojevich was arrested 
Dec. 9 on federal charges 
that include allegations he 
schemed to profit from his 
power to name President-elect 
Barack Obama’s replacement 
in the Senate. 

He later appointed Roland 
Burris to fill the Senate seat, 


and Burris testified Thursday 
that he did not make a deal 
with the governor to win the 
plum position. 

While the governor maintains 
his innocence, the report notes 
he did not appear before the 
committee to explain himself. 
“The committee is entitled to 
balance his complete silence 
against sworn testimony from 
a federal agent,” it says. 

The committee’s report 
recounts the federal charges, 
relying on a sworn affidavit 
from an FBI agent describing 
tape-recorded conversations in 
which Blagojevich discussed 
using the seat to land a job 
for himself or his wife. The 
governor also is quoted on the 
need to hide any evidence of a 
trade-off. 

“The committee believes that 
this information is sufficiently 
credible to demonstrate an 
abuse of office of the highest 
magnitude,” the report says. 

It also lays out allegations 
separate from the criminal 
charges — that Blagojevich 
expandedahealthcareprogram 
without proper authority, that 
he circumvented hiring laws 
to give jobs to political allies, 
that he spent millions of 
dollars on foreign flu vaccine 
that he knew wasn’t needed 
and couldn’t be brought into 
the country. □

LOS ANGELES - An attorney for a woman 
convicted in a MySpace hoax directed at a 
teen who ended up committing suicide asked 
a judge to dismiss her convictions Thursday, 
saying a computer-fraud law was improperly 
used to prosecute her. 

U.S. District Court Judge George Wu did not 
immediately rule after oral arguments and will 
likely issue a written decision, although he 
didn’t indicate when. He did set an April 30 
sentencing date for Lori Drew, who was not 
present. 

Drew was found guilty in November of three 
misdemeanor counts of accessing computers 
without authorization. Prosecutors said the 
Missouri woman violated MySpace service 
rules by helping create a fictitious teen boy on 
the social networking site and sent flirtatious 
messages from him to 13-year-old neighbor 
Megan Meier, a former friend of Drew’s 
daughter. The fake boy then dumped Megan 
in a message saying the world would be better 
without her. She soon hanged herself. 

The case hinged on an unprecedented 
application of computer-fraud law. Drew was 
not directly charged with causing Megan’s 
death, but she was indicted under the federal 


Computer Fraud and Abuse Act, which in the 
past has been used in hacking and trademark 
theft cases. Defense attorney Orin Kerr argued 
that it’s not a crime to violate a Web site’s 
service terms under current law. 

“The question here is: What is the proper 
reading of the statute?” asked Kerr. “Reading 
the law, there is insufficient evidence to find 
someone guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

If Wu grants the defense motion, he would set 
aside the jury’s verdict and enter a judgment of 
acquittal. 

Reached by phone Thursday in Missouri, 
Megan’s mother, Tina Meier, said it would 
“absolutely be horrendous for all parties 
involved and a huge disservice to the jurors” to 
dismiss the conviction. 

“It’s been a long road, and the judge has 
had plenty of time to make decisions before 
now,” Meier said. Jurors found Drew was 
not guilty of the more serious felonies of 
intentionally causing emotional harm while 
accessing computers without authorization and 
couldn’t reach a unanimous verdict on a felony 
conspiracy charge. 

Prosecutors want Wu to dismiss the conspiracy 
charge “in the interests of justice,” according 
to court documents, but didn’t elaborate. The 
judge did not make a decision. □

BOULDER, Colo. 
Thousands of evacuated 
residents, including former 
FEMA chief Michael D. 
Brown, were allowed 
to return to their homes 
Thursday after firefighters 
partially contained a wildfire 
near Denver that destroyed 
two houses and several 
outbuildings. 

Brown told The Associated 
Press that his house was 
spared, but he watched 
firefighters battle the blaze 
about a half-mile from his 
home. Crews expected to 
fully contain the 3,700-acre 
fire zone about 25 miles 
northwest of Denver by 
Thursday night. The fire 
blackened mostly grassland 
north and west of the city of 
Boulder, an area of scattered 
subdivisions, farms and 
ranches along the foothills 
of the Rocky Mountains. 
“I’m shaking and I’m so 
grateful we have our homes 
and our pets,” said Darlene 
Steiner, as she inspected 
her home north of Boulder 
following an overnight 
evacuation that affected 
an estimated 3,000 people. 
Steiner walked arm-in-arm 
with a friend, checking on 
neighbors and gazing at the 
burned landscape. 

At least 1,300 homes were 
evacuated and two were 
destroyed, county Sheriff’s 
Cmdr. Phil West said. The 
evacuation order was lifted 
Thursday evening. 



West estimated that within 
the 3,700-acre fire zone, 
about 1,400 acres had 
actually burned. 

Two firefighters and a police 
officer sustained minor 
injuries. 

“The fact that no one was 
killed or seriously injured 
and the fact that we lost two 
homes in a wind-driven event 
like this is miraculous,” 
Sheriff Joe Pelle said. “The 
effort to suppress this wildfire 
once the winds died down 
last night was exhausting 
and downright heroic.” 

Garry Briese, the Denver- 
based regional director 
for FEMA, also credited 
years of work to protect 
neighborhoods by outlawing 
wood shingles and 
encouraging homeowners to 
keep flammable landscaping 
away from their homes. 

“It was an overnight miracle 
that was 15 years in the 
making,” said Briese, a 
former president of the 
International Association of 
Fire Chiefs. 

Some 200 firefighters spent 
the night lighting backfires 


to starve the blaze. They 
saved several homes from 
destruction, Pelle said. 

The cause of the fire, which 
started Wednesday, was 
under investigation, though 
officials believed wind gusts 
reaching 80 mph likely 
downed power lines. 

Abroad swath of the foothills 
was charred Thursday, and 
some wind gusts kicked up 
as the sun rose. 

Brown said he was prepared 
with a “go kit” stuffed with 
medication and cash that 
was left over from his FEMA 
tenure when he was called out 
on disasters. He was director 
of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency from 
2003 until he resigned amid 
criticism after Hurricane 
Katrina in 2005. 

“We never think of the fact 
that something like this can 
happen,” Brown said. “One 
minute I’m sitting in my 
office and the next there is 
a deputy in my driveway 
telling me I have to leave.” 
Christy Cramer, a horse 
trainer, spent six hours 
Wednesday evacuating 42 


horses from the Joder Ranch. 
“I called all of my friends with 
big horse trailers,” Cramer 
said. “The flames were right 
next to my truck. It was very, 
very, very scary.” 

Seven horses were found 
safe at the ranch Thursday, 
including one standing in a 
burned pen, Cramer said. 
Neighbors helped Bobra 
Goldsmith, 78, round up 


more than 160 llamas 
and alpacas on her Rocky 
Mountain Llamas ranch. 
The retired University of 
Colorado professor lost her 
house in the fire. 

“My mother was an artist,” 
Goldsmith told the Daily 
Camera newspaper. “The 
house was filled with her 
work. I can’t tell you what 
I’ve lost.” □

With violence unabated in 
Gaza, key Arab nations and 
Western powers reached an 
agreement Thursday on the 
main elements of a U.N. 
resolution calling for an 
immediate and durable cease¬ 
fire between the two sides. It 
must still be voted on by the 


U.N. Security Council. 

Israel and Hamas are not party 
to the agreement and it will be 
up to them to stop their military 
activities. But the resolution 
— which would allow for the 
opening of border crossings to 
Gaza — was supported by the 
United States, Israel’s closest 
ally, and Arab nations which 
have close ties to Hamas. 


Militants in Lebanon fired 
several Katyusha rockets 
into northern Israel early 
Thursday, including one that 
tore through the roof of a 
nursing home and injured 
two people. Israel responded 
swiftly raising the possibility 
of a two-front conflict. 

About 750 Palestinians and 

12 Israelis have died in the 

13 days of fighting in Gaza, 
an assault launched by Israel 
in an attempt to halt rocket 
fire from the territory, which 
is controlled by the militant 
group Hamas. 

The conflict has left hundreds 
of thousands of Palestinians in 
Gaza increasingly desperate 
for food, water, fuel and 
medical assistance, and the 
situation was expected to 
worsen as humanitarian efforts 
fall victim to the fighting. 
Simon Horner, of the European 
Commission aid department, 
said 60 percent of Gaza’s 
1.4 million people have no 
electricity, and fewer people 
every day have access to clean 
water. The sewage system is 
in danger of a failing, which 
could lead to an outbreak of 
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disease, and medical services 
were under severe stress. 

“The inability of the U.N. 
to provide assistance in this 
worsening humanitarian 
crisis is unacceptable,” said 
Michele Montas, a U.N. 
spokeswoman. 

She said according to reports, 
the attack on the U.N. truck, 
which killed two Palestinian 
workers, took place during 
a three-hour humanitarian 
lull announced by the Israel 
Defense Force. Four U.N 
Relief and Works Agency 
local staff have been killed in 
the conflict. 

In Geneva, the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
said it would restrict aid 
operations to Gaza City for at 
least one day after one of its 
convoys came under Israeli 
fire at the Netzarim crossing 
during the three-hour lull in 
fighting Thursday. One driver 
was lightly injured. 

The WorldHealth Organization 
said 21 Palestinian medical 
workers have been killed and 
30 more injured since Israel 
began its offensive. 

The Israeli military said in a 
statement that it cooperates 
closely with foreign aid 
groups to help civilians, and 
said Hamas uses civilians as 
human shields. 

The international Red Cross 
also accused Israel of hindering 
rescuers from reaching areas 
devastated in the battles. 
Ambulances could not get to 
the Zeitoun neighborhood for 
four days because the Israelis 
had blocked access with large 
earthen barriers, officials said. 
When they were allowed 
in Wednesday, the rescuers 
“found four small children 
next to their dead mothers in 
one of the houses. They were 
too weak to stand up on their 
own. One man was also found 
alive, too weak to stand up,” 
the ICRC said in a rare public 
statement. “In all, there were 
at least 12 corpses lying on 
mattresses” in one of the 


houses. 

During the lull in fighting 
Thursday, Palestinian health 
officials dug out 35 bodies 
from several areas around 
Gaza that had been engulfed by 
battles or struck by Israeli air 
attacks since Israel launched 
its offensive against Hamas, 
said Moaiya Hassanain of the 
Palestinian Health Ministry. 

At least 24 Palestinians were 
killed in Gaza on Thursday, 
including three elderly people 
fleeing their home, according 
to Hassanain. He estimated 
the death toll around 750, and 
U.N officials say about half 
were civilians. 

Two Israeli soldiers were 
killed in combat, raising the 
number of soldiers killed in 
Gaza to 10. Four Israelis, 
including one soldier, also 
have been killed by rockets 
fired at Israeli cities. 

Gaza militants unleashed 24 
missiles at southern Israel 
on Thursday, wounding four 
people. 

Egyptian-led diplomatic 
cease-fire efforts showed no 
immediate breakthroughs. 
Israeli representatives 

concluded talks in Cairo and 
returned home, one day after 
Hamas leaders reviewed the 
French-Egyptian plan that 
might offer a role in Gaza to the 
rival Palestinian Authority. 
Israel’s government said 
Wednesday it viewed the 
proposal positively, but only 
if it guaranteed a halt to rocket 
fire on Israeli territory from 
Gaza and ensured Hamas 
cannot rearm. A Hamas official 
said the Islamic militant group 
was not ready to either accept 
or reject the plan. 

But Mohammed Nazzal, a 
member of Hamas’ Damascus- 
based political leadership, 
said, “We will never raise the 
white banner. I believe there 
are going to be fierce battles 
and the resistance factions will 
fight house to house, street to 
street and neighborhood to 
neighborhood.” □ 
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Congo rebel faction denounces Nkunda as leader

KINSHASA, Congo - Rebels led by a 
high-ranking commander in eastern Congo 
denounced the authority of founding leader 
Laurent Nkunda on Thursday, signaling a split 
in the movement just as it is holding talks with 
the Congolese government. 

A group of rebels headed by Bosco Ntaganda, 
the movement’s chief of staff, claim they have 
dismissed Nkunda from his duties as leader of 
the National Council for the Defense of the 
People, or CNDP. But Nkunda’s spokesman 
said he remains in charge and that the dissidents 
would face a disciplinary commission. 

“The new leadership no longer recognizes 
Nkunda as chief of the CNDP because he 
is known for the bad management of the 
movement,” Desire Kamanzi, a spokesman 
named by Ntaganda, told The Associated Press 
by phone from the village of Kibati. 

However, Nkunda’s spokesman, Bertrand 
Bisimwa, dismissed the allegations, calling it a 
“huge deception and a blatant indiscipline that 
would not go without punishment.” 

Years of sporadic violence in eastern Congo 
intensified in August, when fighting heated up 


between the army and fighters loyal to Nkunda. 
More than 250,000 people have been driven 
from their homes in the violence and some 
17,000 U.N. peacekeepers have not been able 
to quell the chaos. 

Nkunda, an ethnic Tutsi, says his rebels are 
fighting to protect Congo’s minority Tutsis 
from the Hutu militia that fled here after helping 
perpetrate the 1994 genocide that killed more 
than half a million Tutsis in Rwanda. But his 
critics contend he is more interested in power 
and Congo’s mineral wealth. 

Some fear the current crisis could once again 
draw in neighboring countries. Congo’s 
devastating 1998-2002 war split the vast nation 
into rival fiefdoms and involved half a dozen 
African armies. 

The rebels and representatives of the Congolese 
government began meeting in Nairobi, Kenya, 
again Wednesday to try to broker a solution to 
the latest outbreak of fighting. The last round 
of talks stalled in December. 

But Kamanzi said the group opposed to 
Nkunda’s leadership could not accept the 
representative in Nairobi for the talks because

At least two die during climb on Argentine peak

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina - An Italian 
climber and an Argentine guide both died 
when a storm trapped five mountaineers just 
below the summit of the highest peak in the 
Americas, an Italian diplomat said Thursday. 
The three others survived. 

Rescuers reached the alpinists and their guide 
near the peak, at 22,000 feet, according to 
Italian consular official Giorgio Giacomello. 
The deaths were confirmed by the Italian 
consul in the city of Mendoza, Pietro 
Tombaccini, who spoke to The Associated 
Press by telephone. 

Tombaccini identified the victims as an Italian 
woman and an Argentine male guide and the 
survivors as two Italian men and one Italian 
woman. 

He did not reveal their names. 

The survivors and about 50 rescuers 
were descending Aconcagua, making 
communication difficult. 

The group was expected to arrive at the 
Condor’s Nest base camp, at about 16,400 feet, 
by Friday afternoon and then take helicopters 


off the mountain, weather permitting. 

The survivors “are walking by themselves,” 
Tombaccini said. “That is a good sign.” 

Guido Loza, director of the Department of 
Natural Resources for Mendoza province, 
said the rescuers gave the survivors warm 
clothing and liquids before helping them trek 
back up the peak for a descent on an easier 
route. 

Loza said the climbers reached the summit 
Wednesday only to be hit by an afternoon 
blizzard common for this time of year. The 
storm caused temperatures to drop to zero 
degrees Fahrenheit and reduced visibility to 
33 feet (10 meters). 

The party apparently lost its way and began 
descending the east face of the mountain, 
according to Loza. The guide sent out a 
distress signal, but rescue crews were delayed 
by the storm. 

A sixth member of the group, Italian Antonella 
Targa, 50, had descended earlier Wednesday 
with a guide and avoided the storm, he said. 
Aconcagua is the highest mountain in the 
Western Hemisphere at 22,841 feet (6,962 
meters). □

Nadal loses, Federer 
advances at Qatar Open 


DOHA, Qatar - Top-ranked 
Rafael Nadal was eliminated 
from the Qatar Open on 
Thursday, while Roger Federer 
advanced to the semifinals of 
the tuneup for the Australian 
Open. 

Nadal lost to Gael Monfils of 
France 6-4, 6-4, and Federer 
saved three set points to 
defeat Philipp Kohlschreiber 
of Germany 6-2, 7-6 (6). The 
Swiss star trailed 5-1 and 6-3 
in the tiebreaker, reeling off 
five straight points to win. 

“I had a strong finish,” Federer 
said. “I am not thinking ahead. 
I want to win the title.” 
Federer will face Andy 
Murray, who defeated Sergiy 
Stakhovsky of Ukraine 6-4, 
6 - 2 . 

Nadal, who cruised through 
his first two matches of the 
season-opening event, was 
broken twice in the first set 
and once in the second. He 
finished with only 10 winners, 
while Monfils had 35. 

“Today wasn’t my day,” Nadal 
said. “Monfils served really 
well. If he wants to improve 
his ranking, he will have to 
play like he did today. I knew 
it won’t be easy at the start 


of the season, but I am happy 
with my game.” 

The 14th-ranked Frenchman 
had eight aces to none for 
Nadal. Monfils, who reached 
the 2006 Qatar Open final, is 
playing as a wild card. 

“I had an almost perfect start 
to the match and I played well 
on most points,” Monfils said. 
“I didn’t allow him to settle 
down.” 

Monfils will play Andy 
Roddick in the semifinals. 
The eighth-ranked American 
defeated unseeded Victor 
Hanescu of Romania 6-3, 6-2. 
“I feel good right now,” 
Roddick said. “I am keeping 
it pretty tight on the court. 
The drop shots helped a lot. 
I guess it helps to have those 
things worked on during the 
offseason.”

The tournament is a tuneup for 
the Australian Open, which 
begins Jan. 19. Last year, Nadal 
reached the semifinals for his 
best showing at the season’s 
first major tournament. 

“I will practice here and I fly 
out to Australia on Sunday,” 
said the 22-year-old Nadal, 
who has already won five 
major titles. “I will not go 
with any bad feeling with this 
loss. I am playing well. I just 
need more matches. ”□ 


the final paperwork had not been 
completed, said Smoltz will 
sign a guaranteed deal with the 
Red Sox worth about $5 million 
and also have the possibility 
to earn another $5 million in 
performance bonuses. The deal 
was expected to be finalized 
later Thursday. 

Smoltz issued a statement 
through his agent and said he had 
little choice except to talk with 
other teams after hearing what 
the Braves planned to offer. “I 
was going to withhold comment 
until the announcement of my 
signing with a new team, but 
I now feel the need to clear 
up any misconceptions and 
inaccuracies about the contract 
negotiations between myself 
and the Atlanta Braves,” 
he said. “There were large 
discrepancies between the offer 
from the Braves and offers from 
other teams.” 

The Red Sox also agreed 
to a one-year contract with 
outfielder Rocco Baldelli, but 
clearly the deal with Smoltz 
is the biggest splash yet for a 
team that lost to Tampa Bay in 
the AL championship series and 
is looking to keep pace with the 
rival Yankees, who’ve doled 
out $423.5 million in contracts 
to three players after missing 
the playoffs last season. 

Smoltz, the only pitcher in 
baseball history with 200 wins 
and 150 saves, had pitched for 
the Braves since 1988. The 41- 
year-old is coming off major 
shoulder surgery that sidelined 
him for most of last season, but 
feels healthy enough to pitch at 
least one more year. 

If able to come back, he’ll likely 
join a rotation that already 
includes Daisuke Matsuzaka 
(18-3), Jon Lester (16-6), Josh 
Beckett (12-10) and another 
newcomer, two-time All-Star 
Brad Penny. Smoltz prefers to 
finish his career as a starter. 
Smoltz’s decision is a startling 
development given repeated 
statements that he wanted to 
spend his entire big-league 


tenure in Atlanta. He was an 
unknown minor leaguer when 
acquired from Detroit in 1987 
for Doyle Alexander, but went 
on to become a cornerstone of 
Braves’ teams that won a record 
14 straight division titles from 
1991-2005, including a World 
Series title in 1995. 

“I have always loved the city 
of Atlanta, and it will always 
be my home,” Smoltz said in 
his statement. “I will cherish 
my 21 years with (manager) 
Bobby Cox and all my Braves’ 
teammates. I continue to wish 
the Atlanta Braves nothing but 
success in the future.” 

Braves general manager Frank 
Wren declined comment when 
reached by e-mail. Boston 
general manager Theo Epstein 
was scheduled to meet with the 
media later in the day. 

Smoltz began his career as a 
starter, winning 24 games and 
the NLCy Young Award in 1996. 
Numerous elbow problems led 
him to shift to the bullpen to 
relieve the stress on his arm, 
and he set an NL record with 55 
saves in his first full season as a 
closer in 2002. 

After three years finishing 
games for the Braves, Smoltz 
moved back to the rotation in 
2005 and didn’t miss a beat, 
going 14-7 with a 3.06 ERA. He 
went 47-26 in his second run as 
a starter, but shoulder pain cut 
short the 2008 season after only 
six appearances. Smoltz tried 
to pitch one game as a reliever, 
then underwent surgery to 
fix what he said were “five or 
six problems,” including his 
labrum, AC joint and biceps. 
While acknowledging that 
similar operations have end the 
careers of many others, Smoltz 
felt encouraged enough about his 
rehabilitation to begin making 
plans for the new season. The 
Braves, however, were reluctant 
to make a deal with the aging 
pitcher, especially coming off 
a dismal season in which they 
missed the playoffs for the third
